River. Great .. dissatisfaction was 
exprest-ed with the present set-up 
and the meeting was strongly in 
favor of seceding from ihe Bow- 
Valley Division and making rep¬ 
resentation to the Department of 
Education requesting re-allocation 
of divisions so that the district in 
quest or, coulcl be made a part of 
the FoothTls School Division. Com¬ 
plaints were based on the asset tion 
that the Airowwood district was 
inveigled into the division on the 
understanding that such aft ar¬ 
rangement was for a three-year 
t al and now that the three years 
had passed, no provision was made 
in the School Act for secession, al¬ 
so that the quality.of the teachers 
supplied for the past two years 
was not as high as the requisition 
paid by the Arrowwood district 
wouM justify. Other complaints 
hinged op the lack of hot -lunches, 
vitamin tablets and lack of van 
services. It ip the aim and desire 
of the Bow Valley School Division 
to have all the pupils requiring 
Grade 12 at Cluny but the idea 
does not meet with general approv¬ 
al. It is felt that if large high 
schools and composite schools are 
to be established they should be 
established at larger centres where 
more health and recreation facili¬ 
ties are available. Were such a 
composite school established at 
Vulcan or High River .it would 
have greater appeal to this district 
a- the natural trend of the district 
is toward Calgary. A meeting is 
later planned and will include Milo, 
Queenstown, Shouldice and Ar¬ 
rowwood and delegations will be 
sent to the Foothills School Divis¬ 
ional Board.

Of course, a young 
man training for some specific field of battle is go 
Ing to absorb instruction mu?h more eagerly than 
one who is merely going through the motions to 
train him for some vague,.remote contingency. But 
in any event the trainee learns to walk smartly 
and hundle himself, and he absorbs a certain type of 
physical discipline which makes him responsive to 
organized movement. 

But the other-aspects of compulsory training are 
not so clear. If such a plan were adopted it would 
probably mean a year or two for every youth, fol- 
lowedvby short refresher courses throughout his mil¬ 
itary age. Presumably the period of intensive train¬ 
ing would come at approximately 18 years of age, 
upon graduation from high school, or before he 
takes up full-time wage-earning. Now that is the 
time when a boy’s physical' and mental powers are 
at high peak, a most critical time in development. 
Ills potentialities can be expanded and directed un¬ 
der wise stimulus, and full encourag ment of mind 
,rn I body/ But if full use is not made of all his cap¬ 
abilities, he can retrogress most seriously even in 
the space of a year or two.- \Ve saw plenty of that 
retrogression during depression years. If compulsory 
tra ning .is adopted, and every youth is required to 
give a year of his life to study of military tactics, 
it is only fair to demand that such a year keep the 
toys employed up to full capacity. Make it a .hard 
year’s work, not a period of learning to “soldier” on 
the job. If they emerged better qualified to cope with 
wage earning civilian work, then the nation would 
leap positive rather than speculative benefit. But 
such a course would mean alert, progressive, young 
instiuctors training boys for life as well as for the 
aits of war, not old army crocks content with tac¬ 
tics of decades ago. 

And this raises the question of what should be 
spent on military training. Are the.instructors to 
keep abreast of every new scientific development in 
the realm of mass killing? Should students be given 
rudimentary training in use of every newest devilish 
device? Such a program would mean tremendous 
.expenditure. But whatever is spent it should be made 
nf double pu rpose, for use in peace or war.

W hile his tr al is before a 
I-’rtnch couit, he is really being 
tried by the conscience of France 
and the opinion of the world, and 
the Reynaud and Gamelin state¬ 
ments were no doubt intended to 
offset, the build-up carefully and 
ingeniously made by his parti¬ 
sans. Camelin’s statement is like 
himself, co'orless. The only posi¬ 
tive thing he says that one re¬ 
members is that he issued an ar¬ 
my order ’and it was not obeyed. 
He does not say why; does not 
even speculate.

G ENERAL PATTON created some furore not 
long ago Ly telling a group of Sunday school 
children that they were probably the fodder for the 
next war. Premier Smuts of South Africa, spoke in 
Ottawa, in similar vein through more d plomatically 
worded. He said: “Every young man should be-train¬ 
ed to arms. Keep steam up in the engine! Noboity 
knows who the enemy will be.” He said tliat every 
young man should have compulsory military train¬ 
ing, so that every country could have a body of men 
ready to be whipped into combat shape. v 

Today in the minds of most people there is. cer¬ 
tainly much less confidence that there will be no 
more war than there was after the last war. Per¬ 
haps this in itself will mean a greater vigilance li» 
trying to safeguard peac£. And out of the fey that 
there may be need for future defence against some, 
unknown enemy comes a greater readiness to accept 
the principle of compulsory military training. Such 
a training could be an all-round as; et if intelligently 
gnd vigorously worked out. But if carried out as a 
sort of negative duty, administered by a group of 
outmoded, stagnating, cushy job militarists it would 
be worse than useless.

DRAMA OF THE SEASONS 


THE dran a of the seasons is nearing the last act, 
and tl is year-as in all years the tens on quickens 
as crops begin to mature. 

No spectacle in the world is more enthralling and 
more quietly impressive than this correlation of 
man’s efforts and nature’s largesse. The most for¬ 
tunate people are those who are, in touch with the 
countryside during the growing season. They are 
paiticipants, as well as spectators, in the greatest 
miracle of the world. Their persona} fortunes and 
welfare are tied up in what nature will bring in 
the next two months, but this does not pi event them 
fiom viewing the play of ran, sun am} soil as part 
of a gr at and awe-irspiring spectacle. 

So much can happen within the space of a few 
hours or a few d. ys. What is going on today on the 
western piairies affects millions of people outside 
this Dominion, and there is no one able to forecast 
with any real assurance what the harvest will be. 
It is possible to gouge ot' er business probabilities 
with fair accuracy, because they are dependent on 
man-made laws. But not so the crops. They are 
controlled by power which man cannot dominate. To¬ 
day the prospects liiay be wonderful. Tomorrow, 
wide-sp.ead hail or frost may w pe out a season’s 
work f<jr thousands of fanners and affect t' e future 
br a 1 supply in far-off countries.

City life, with its eternal busyness over buying 
and selling, and secondary pursuits, gives little-op¬ 
portunity for observing the play of sun and rain and 
wind upon the ear.h., People, so confined, are out of 
touch with the realities, with the eternal conflict be¬ 
tween man and nature, and the eternal bond that 
I nks them. They are less aware of fundamental 
rules of cause and effect, and of the continuing pro- 
cisses by which mankind lives and hhs his being. 
Perhaps for that reason they may be less patient, 
steady and sane under trial. They have lost contact 
with nature, and her power to bless or ban and to 
r. awaken hope. 

Speaking of the local seene, but only as of today, 
this district appears to be favored this year as it has 
• been in many past years. Many areas of the praises 
are facing the prospect of meager crops and their 
cry al! season has been for rain. In this section of 
Southern Alberta we have had rain and we have had 
sun. Whether they have been mixed in proper pro¬ 
portions remains to be learned. But the prospect is 
for a better crop than in most other paits of the 
west. That however, is merely “prospect.” We go 
from day to day, watching the unfolding drama with 
heightening concern. And no one knows what the fin¬ 
ale will be until the grain is harvested and graded.

ses are carried by the Association 
except the teachers’ salary. About 
100 patients are engaged in mak¬ 
ing such articles as leather gloves, 
wallets, belts, toy animals, etc. All 
aiticles are sterilized and sold im¬ 
mediately, bringing . modest re- 
tu ns to the workers, besides con¬ 
genial employment. This work, be¬ 
gun in Calgary, is being carried 
on in Edmonton also with 41 pa¬ 
tients engaged. 

There is also a system evolving 
to assist patients in "finding work, 
and otherwise helping them toward 
re-establishment. There is also 
financial assistance in needy cases. 

The patients are diagnosed for 
their rapacity for work both in the 
sanator um and upon discharge. 

1 his thorough system of inquiry 
and ftudy simplifies treatment of 
the patient, and advances rehabili- 
t.'t on procedure.

HPHE editor of the Stettler Independent has been 
travelling the ma n highway from Laeombe to 
Red Deer and did not enjoy the experience.

As I said 
last week:.‘We have had no systematic planning of 
our highway system, since the province was first 
es:ahlished in 19057 The ministers of public works 
follow each other down the years, but each of them 
starts all over again, and there has been no co-ordin¬ 
ation in their work for the past forty years.’ 


“The condition of our No. One Highway and the 
lack of systematic planning of our road construction 
everywhe.e is not the fault of any particular admin¬ 
istration. it is a demonstration of the fact that our 
political foi m pf government is not much good for the 
job of making a business 'of our provincial affairs. 

“The essent.al work of our legislature is usually 
in no way different, except io quantity, from that 
done by our various municipal districts, urban And 
rur..l. Under these circumstances, the pasty system 
should never have been introduced into the piovin- 
cial field at all.” ,

The writer proposes that we move a step at a time 
toward a provincial commission fo:m of government 
so that the actual administrat'on of business could 
be carried along by a non-partizan committee com¬ 
pletely apart fioiii the cliang ng party governmets.

The Serviceman’s 
Corner 




(By J. 0. S.) 

The greatest single .problem 
that we have to face today, and 
the one that concerns us most is 
t’ e successful re-establishment of 
oui armed forces into suitable oc- . 
cupations.It is not necessary for 
me to warn you of the gravity of 
the situation if we fail in this our 
most important responsibility. The 
key to a successful and prosperous 
n tion k full employment, and a 
satisfactory standard of living for 
all. 

Our d : scharged service., person- 
pel for this purpose fall into three 
d stinct and separate classes, each 
.with' their own particular difficul¬ 
ties. variations and problems. First 
we have those who left jobs and 
io'ned one of His Majesty’s forces. 
Second and by far the largest, we 
hevO t l ose who never, had a job, 
and. who have no particular qualifi¬ 
cations to fit them for any position 
in our scheme of organized society. 
Thirdly, we have those whose edu¬ 
cation has been disrupted by the 
war. 

As this problem is so important 
and involved, I propose to discuss 
each one separately and as fully as 
possible in th s and the next two 
issues of this paper. 

, In the fiist case we have those 
who left johs and joined the army, 
navy or airforce. This problem has 
been made considerably easier for 
us by the passing of an act known 
as The Reinstatement in Civilian 
Employment-Act, wh eh clearly 
states that an employer must take 
back a man or woman into his em¬ 
ployment who left his staff to join 
the services. Despite this straight 
forward legislation it is causing n 
great deal of comment among 
some employers. They state that 
they have had to train someone 
else for that particular job, lin- 
c-eesod their wages, and now hesi¬ 
tate to demote this man who has 
served him so faithfully through 
times of stress and strain. Re¬ 
member this is not the attitude 
taken by all employers, and only 
goes to strengthen my assertion of 
the situations we have to deal 
with. Nevertheless, th's is the leg- 
i lation and must be adhered to. 
If anyone can fu-nish us with in¬ 
formation that this order has been 
violated we will only be too glad 
to bring it to the attention of the 
proper authorities. It is quite pos¬ 
sible that, as a result of service 
that they may not wish to continue 
with their previous trade or pro¬ 
fession. If this be the case then 
we will have to deal with them un¬ 
der our second group. Let me warn 
those who are contemplating a 
change, to think the matter over 
carefully, before coming to a de- 
c sion. With the volume of work 
that has to be accomplished, we 
must all do our part if the various 
departments are to give you the 
most efficient service. 

If anyone has had any particu¬ 
lar difficulty with regard to the 
above I Would appreciate it very 
much ft' you would write and give 
me the particulars so that your 
case may be investigated.
